brief synopsis of Rev. Spray's remarks 
will prove interesting reading: 


We deem the attention given the 


child labor problem a hopeful sig n.of 
progress. It means a growing^interest 
in the welfare of the weak and unfor- 
tunate class within our borders; an in- 
crease of sentiment for life as against 
lifeless coin. The facts are that about 
two million children between the ages 
of 9 and 14 years are wage earners in 
America. The numbers are increasing. 
In 1880 sixteen per cent, of the chil- 
dren in the U. S. between the ages of 
10 and 14 years were toilers, while.in 
1900 there were 18 per cent, of this 
child life under the pressure of earn- 
ing bread by the sweat of the face. 
Sixty thousand of these children are u» 
the factories of the south, 35,000 
in those of Pennsylvania. 
There are 
12,800 in the mines of Pennsylvania. 
The remainder are distributed largely 
through the eastern and east-centrai 
states. The most revolting feature of 
the problem is found connected with 
the sweat-shop system of our cities. 
Under this system contracts for gar- 
ments are let and sublet 
The poor 


laborers who actually make the gar- 
ments are ground down to the lowest 
poverty to furnish profits for middle- 
men. In New York city alone there 
are 23,000 home sweat-shops where 
60,000 children of tender age are driven 
like little slaves in a toil that robs 
them alike of school and health.

His- 
tory has been accused of repeating 
itself. England began the battle of 
child labor over a hundred years ago. 
Thomas Hood wrote the "Song of the 
Shirt" seventy years-or more ago, and 
yet in view of our own problem con- 
fronting us, the following lines seem 
strikingly applicable: 


"With fingers weary and worn. 
With eytlld* heavy and red. 
A woman sat in unwomanly rags. 
Plying her needle and thread: 
Stitch, stitch, stitch. 
In poverty, hunger and dlit. 


And still w.tta a voice of dolorous pitch, 
She sang the song of the shirt.

We disbelieve in the grind of child- 


hood. It has been well said that it 
violates the best economic wisdom. 
The best results are secured from ma- 
chinery through application of the best 
type of labor. There are many sources 
of waste in child toil. Every argument 
for limited hours of work m order to 
attain the greatest efficiency 
would 


hold against the labor of childhood. 
It drains the future labor supply and 
insures industrial trouble. They who 
grind the seed corn, need not plan lor 
a coming harvest Child labor in the 
majority of factories imperils the 
health and future of the child. Exer- 
cise for the young life should be such 
as to bring all muscles under proper 
training. 
In the factory some are 


often overtrained and others receive 
but little. 
The lint in cotton mills 


often doom the victim to the "white 
plague." In the city sweat-shops all 
health conditions are violated. 
The 


effect of this is not only felt by the 
slaves of labor but may in a lar.ce 
measure fall on the parties who wear 
slave labor garments.

of the Metal. 


"Immense pains and immense labor 


attend the production of a bronze stat 
ue of any size even after the artist has 
done his work," remarks a sculptor. 


"To begin with, the plaster mode 


has to be completely covered with 
small lumps of a special kind of sand, 
sometimes as many as 1.500 to 2,000 o1 
these pieces being required. 
After 


these blocks of sand are dry they are 
taken off the cast one at a time an< 
carefully pat together to form the 
mold. The latter Is then filled with 
clay, and the same operation Is again 
gone through, a facsimile of the plas- 
ter cfst being: thus obtained. 


"X*en comes the most delicate part 


of tt« whole work. The clay model, or 
'core.' as it is technically called, has to 
have a quarter of an inch taken off its 
entire surface, -which, ns may readily 
be imagined, is anything but easy. 
especially if the subject be at all or- 
nate. 


"The 'core' is then av;ain put into the 


mold—which has of course to be recon- 
structed once more—beinc kei»t -czr.ct- 
ly in the center by means of iron rods. 


"The molten bronze 5s then poured 


In from the top. completely filling the 
space between the 'core' and the mold. 
After it has cooled the latter 5s aeain 
removed and the clay interior extract- 
ed, when the statue, somewhat rough 
and needing n siicht touching up. is 
revealed."—Cnssell's Journal.

PATENT CAME TOO LATE. 


The Recent Patent Granted Dr. Lyman J. 


Rhoades Came Alter HU Death 


•nd Burial. 


In a recent issue of The Gazette it 


was stated that a patent had been 
granted at Washington to the late Dr. 
L. J. Rhoades, who recently died in 
Michigan, and who had spent most of 
his life in Stevens Point. 
The Fond 


du Lac Reporter of last Friday con- 
tained the following: 


Although Dr. L. J. Rhoades has been 
ead and buried now for over a month, 
ie was granted a patent upon a mov- 
,ble bracket by the United States pat- 
mt office within the last week. 
An- 


louncement has just reached Fond du 
,ac that the patent which had been 
pplied for by Dr. Rhoades upon his 
nvention several months ago had just 
)een granted. 


Dr. Rhoades, who was well known in 
rond du Lac as a practicing physician, 
:onceived the idea of an 
adjustable 


brace for a physician's "scissors" 
able. Having much need of just such 
an apparatus he thought of evolving a 
iractical invention that would do away 
with the inconveniences. 
The "scis- 


ors" table had long been known to 
hysicians, but what was needed was 
jne that could be raised and lowered at 
will. 
He revolved his ideas into a 


>ractical instrument, consisting of two 
taraliel bars set into an adjustable 
ocket, working perpendicularly, and 
fitted with a self-locking clamp. 
He 


worked for several months on the de- 


ign, finally perfecting the mechanism 
and applying for a patent. 


Early last spring Dr. Rhoades was 


aken seriously ill, which necessitated 
wo operations following each other in 
:lose proximity. He was finally forced 
o give up his practice and hurry away 
n search of health, leaving his wife 
,nd daughter to pack up and follow 
ater. After traveling around for sev- 
eral months, he finally settled in White 


eon, 
Mich., where several relatives 


resided. He grew worse, however, and 
died just before Christmas. 


Dr. Rhoades was known among his 


friends as a man with a most practical 
mind. He was inclined toward the in- 
ventive. 
One theory that had long 


seen entertained by him was the con- 
struction of a self-winding clock. This 
practically meant the solving of the 
mystery of perpetual motion. 
Scien- 


;ists for ages have been working upon 
;his great problem but none have been 
able to strike the path that would lead 


success. 
This did not hinder Dr. 


Rhoades, however. He was confident 
in the final outcome of his 
efforts. 


After years of study he finally struck 
upon the theory of weights with a 
shifting lever. The clock was to be 
constructed with a double set of works, 
the second set to be fitted up with the 
weights and lever. It was to be so 
constructed—one weight on each end of 
the lever—that the weight of one would 
pull the other down. 
This was pos- 


sible through the shifting of the lever- 
age, giving the greater power arm to 
the descending weight. 


But Doctor Rhoades never lived to 


complete his ideas. 
Fond du Lac 


friends to whom he had explained his 
theory were confident in the ultimate 
success of his project. 
The general 


opinion was that if he had lived but six 
months longer the problem of a self- 
winding clock, depending entirely upon 
its own mechanism, would have been 
given to the world.

the government to have to make, but 
it is explained by the navy department 
that the reason there are not oil bu-n- 
ing boats in the navy is because the 
government is afraid of the Standard 
Oil Company. Perhaps it is a whole- 
some fear, but it is*a remarkable con- 
fession for the government to have, to 
make. For three or four years past, 
the navy department has been study- 
ing the problem of oil burning boats, 
and for a year there have been exten- 
sive tests made with 
the smaller 


craft. 
The test showed wnat observa- 


tion of the British experiments already 
indicated, that oil is better fuel than 
coal 
There has been much done with 


oil burners in the British navy. Many 
of the torpedo boats and destroyers 
have been fitted with 
liquid 
fuel 


appparatus. Some even, of the large 
cruisers have used it. 
It has been 


demonstrated that oil is easier to trans- 
ship at sea than coal, that in the same 
space more fuel can be stored, giving 
the boat an increased steaming radius, 
and that it is easier to handle and re- 
duces the number of the crew that 
roust be carried. 
The British navy 


has-such a big flotilla of torpedo boats 
that it has found it pays to put in its 
own tank steamers and establish oil 
depots over the world just as it has 
coaling stations, so that nnw a Bntisn 
naval vessel burning oil fuel can go 
from England to the China station and 
find fuel supplies all the way. 
But 


this is impossible for the American 
navy 
It is explained that the navy 


department would have to purchase its 
liquid fuel from the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and that it is impossible for the 
government to put itself in the position 
of being at the mercy of one corpora- 
tion for its sinews of war. The otana- 
ard Oil Company on the other hand 
does not care particularly about selling 
liquid fuel to the navy. It means sell- 
ing crude or almost crude oil, and the 
Standard can make more money out 
of refining oil than it can selling crude. 
Rather a pity of course that we can- 
not have the best that is going in naval 
construction, but there is the situation. 
The government is helpless.

With all this the color of Australia 


is gray; the land, the towns, the spirit 
of her people. Her literature has a 
sober touch, and this difference in 
tone shows itself in its way in the 
life of the universities. 
In America. 


as hi Browning's verse, "the flower of 
life is red." The American student 
knows that "the world is his oyster." 
He knows that "he can get what is 
coming to him;" that in proportion to 
his talents, his training, his sobriety 
and persistency of purpose will be his 
success in any affair he undertakes.

Near Tbii City, Are Dead. 


Our nri^hhoring city of Grand Rapids 


mourns thu doath ol one of its leading 


dentists, Dr. Chas. G. Pomain- 


ville, who was prominent in profes- 
sional and social circles, a member of 
the Knights of Columbus and Foresters, 
and an enterprising citizen, while the 
town of Hull, just north of this city, 
mourns the death of a young woman, 
Miss Martha Gusman, whose mother 
resides just beyond the city limits, on 
the Wausau road. The Grand Rapids 
Reporter of Monday gives the follow- 
ing particulars: 


Very few people in this city realized 


that the souuding of the fire whistle 
yesterday morning about 6:30 o'clock, 
was the alarm for one of the most hor- 
rible and shocking catastrophies ever 
enacted in Grand 
Rapids. 
At 
the 


time the alarm was sounded the real 
terror had passed, and it remained only 
for time to claim in death, the two 
most prominent actors in this real 
tragedy of Hfe: Miss Martha Gusman 
and Dr. Charles Pomamvilie. The for- 
mer lived only a few hours, dying at 
two o'clock yesterday afternoon, while 
the latter passed away this morning at 
three o'clock. 


The real sorrow did not even stop at 


this place, for Mrs. Charles Pomain- 
ville, who has been ill for some time 
past, is now confined to her bed, hover- 
ing between life and death as a result 
of the terrible shock and exposure, 
while the little baby, who was to have 
been baptised yesterday in the pres- 
ence of both the father's and mother's 
families, is unharmed. The story is 
sad one, and all Grand Rapids is truly 
sorrowing with the surviving members 
of the family. 
It seems that Miss Martha Gusman 


the servant in the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Charles Pomainville, arose early 
to prepare the breakfast which was to 
begin a day of joy and thanksgiving 
By some error of judgment she en 
deavored to light the fire by the use of 
gasoline, and in a moment the oil ex- 
ploded and her clothing was on fire. 
Bewildered and at a loss to know the 
right, she rushed into Mr. and Mrs. 
Pomainville's room. In doing so she 
set fire to the bedding in the baby's 
crib, and it was in tearing off this 
burning clothing that Mrs. Pomainville 
burned her hand. 


Realizing the danger to the other 


occupants of the house, and determined 
to save Miss Gusman if possible, the 
doctor grabbed her in his arms and 
rushed out into the snow where he 
rolled her over and over. 
During the 


close contact with the burning girl his 


by I own night clothing caught on fire and 


before help could arrive he was badly 
burned about the abdomen and other 
portions of the body. 


While Dr. Pomainville was endeavor- 


ing to save the life of Miss Gusman, 
the nurse wrapped the baby up, and 
with only a cloak thrown over her 
shoulders and rubbers on her feet, Mrs.

The Word "Bourgeois'' and a 


Woman's Definition. 


I am always embarrassed -when ask- 


ed, by foreigners to give the definition 
of the word "bourgeois." which is gen- 
erally emphasized disdainfully.

There is much to Interest the stu- 


deat in economy in the bulletins is- 
sued by the government relative to 
the results of the census of manufac- 
tures for the year 1905, and in the 
reports of the department of labor 
end commerce pertaining to industry 
and manufactures. 


In 1905 there were 216,262 manu- 


facturing 
establishments 
in 
the 


United States. 
In these establish- 


ments $12,686,265,673 capital was em- 
ployed, and work given to 5,470,321 
wage-earners. To these wage-earners 
were paid for the year $2,611,540,532, 
and the value of the products turned 
out reached the enormous sum of $14,- 
802,147,087. 
Among the states New 


York leads in the amount df capital in- 
vested in manufacturing and also in 
the annual value of products. 
The 


year covered by the census report 
showed that the capital invested in 
manufacturing in the state of New 
York was $2,031,459,515, and the valui 
of its manufactured products, $2,488,- 
345,579. Pennsylvania stands second 
in rank, Illinois third and Massachu- 
setts fourth. 


It is interesting to note that the 


value of the manufactures in the 
United States for the year 1905 was 
more than a billion dollars greater 
than the combined manufactures of 
the three greatest European manu- 
facturing countries during the year 
1900, 
the latest reliable reports from 


these countries obtainable. 
In 1900 


the United Kingdom, Germany and 
France produced manufactured arti- 
cles to the value of $l3,030,000,00a 
During the past year—1907—it Is esti- 
mated that the value of American 
manufactures was approximately $15,- 
Mooo.ooo: 


Manufacturing in the United States 


la mainly confined to a territory which 
includes the area north of the Po- 
tomac and Ohio, and east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, commonly designated 
as the New England and 
Middle 


states, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Yet 


every state in the union has its 
manufacturing plants, and the south 
is making much headway in cotton 
and lumber manufacturing, the west- 
-ern states in flour and cereal prod- 
ucts, in lumber and in iron and steel, 
and a little progress in other lines 


One of the noticeable things about 


manufacturing districts is that though 
the soil in contiguous country be poor, 
it Is of greater value than like areas 
in the rich agricultural districts, ow- 
ing to the manufacturing towns af- 
fording a direct—a home market—for 
all the produce grown. In a speech 
made before the 
Fiftieth 
congress, 


Hon. William McKinley, our martyred 
president, said: 
"The establishment 


of a furnace or factory or, mill in any 
neighborhood has the effect at once 
of enhancing the value of all property 
and all values for miles surround- 
ing IL" 


Mr, McKinley spoke a truth that 


should impress itself firmly upon the 
minds of all good citizens who would 
see their home place prosper. Wher- 
ever there are people there must be 
a means afforded them to obtain a 
livelihood. 
In cities and towns there 


must be either commerce or manufac- 
turing in order that the town exist. 
Improvement of the town means en- 
hancement of the farm lands sur- 
rounding it 


In the west manufacturing is now 


only in swaddling clothes. 
It is no 


exaggeration to say that nine-tenths 


manufactured articles needed 


by the people of the great agricultural 
sections of the west come from other 
than home factories. There are nu- 
merous lines of manufacturing that 
can never he successfully carried on 
in some sections of the agricultural 
United States. There are many other 
lines for which the west is particu- 
larly adapted, and there is no eco- 
nomic reason why these lines should 
not be manufactured at least in suf- 
ficient quantity to supply home needs. 


Every citizen should assist 
his 


home state by using articles manu- 
factured within it. 
Many states are 


carrying on a campaign of education 
along this line. Preference is always 
given to home goods, and thus is 
home industry helped along.

Snobbishness on Part of Merchants' 


Wives Sometimes Injures Trade. 


Since the time of Eve woman has 


been accredited with being a jealous 
creature, and in history are recorded 
numerous cases where this element 
has had its influence in building up 
and tearing down nations. In the av- 
erage rural town, among the little 
evils noticed, is that often merchants' 
wives do not consider the wives of the 
farmers their equals socially or other- 
wise. One woman in a town can cast 
the stigma of snobbishness upon quite 
a few others who are known as her 
associates, and sometimes to the det- 
riment of the place. It may be that 
wives of merchants dress better than 
do the wives and daughters of farm- 
ers. Possibly the children of the town 
tradesman may wear better clothes. 
Envy is a knife that cuts deep, and 
perhaps without 
apparent 
reason 


some woman concludes that the wife 
of a certain merchant thinks herself 
better than the wives of the people 
who give her husband a means of liv- 
ing. It is the women of the farm 
household who have the greatest in- 
fluence in the matter of buying. A 
word from the wife will often turn 
trade from the usual channel, and 
this word may be caused by the atti- 
tude of the 
merchants' wife who, 


through some neglect or discourtesy, 
unfavorably impresses the wife of the 
farmer. 
There is nothing like a 


friendly feeling as a trade stimulator. 
If the wife of the merchant would 
only cultivate more closely the ac- 
quaintance and the friendship of the 
women residing in the farming dis- 
tricts which give the town support, 
It would work wonders in the way of 
bringing additional trade to the town. 
Snobbishness never pays. The sturdy 
women who reside on farms are quite 
often the superiors of those who reside 
in the towns and are perhaps the 
wives of the merchants. 
The boys 


and girls reared on the farm average 
well with those of the towns. These 
facts should be realized. Petty jeal-

Bennett of Racine, John F. Morris of 
Yorkville, and Arthur Hulbert com- 
pleted their report on the proposed 
Dover and Norway canal, which is to 
cost nearly $100,000. The canal will 
be 53 miles long, including all of'the 
laterals. 
The commissioners recom- 


mend the digging of the canal and 
also the cleaning out of all the ditches 
emptying into the old Wind lake canal 
and the Goose lake laterals. Accord- 
ing to the report the benefits of the 
canal are figured at $86,585 and the 
damages something over $3,000. Of 
this amount $15,394.51 should be as- 
sessed against the land described in 
the Dover petition, and $70,590.97 shall 
be distributed over the lands described 
in the Norway petition. 
The esti- 


mated cost of keeping the canal in re- 
pair is $2,500 a year. The size of the 
ditch will run from 30 feet at the bot- 
tom to four feet.

on the helpless man. his wife, and his 
young children. 
This is an outrage. 
It is a matter of humiliation to the na- 
tion that there should not be on our 
statute books provision to meet and 
partially atone for cruel 
misfortune 
•when it comes upon a man through no 
fault of his own while faithfully serv- 
ing the public " 


Assails Injunction Abuse. 


Abuse of the use of the 
injunction 
In labor cases provided another theme 
for the executive. 
He declared there 
Is some need for action regarding the 
rights and wrongs of labor from black- 
listing to boycotting. 
Continuing, he 
said: 
"As regards injunctions. I can do lit- 
tle but repeat what I have sard in my 
last message to congress. Even though 
It were possible. I should consider it 
most unwise to abolish the use of the 
process of injunction. 
It is necessary 
In order that the courts may maintain 
their own dignity and in order that 
they may in effective manner check 
disorder and violence. The judare who 
uses it cautiously and conservatively. 
but who, when the need arises, uses it 
fearlessly, confers the greatest ser- 
vice upon our people, and his preemi- 
nent usefulness 
as 
a 
public servant 
should be heartily 
recognized. 
But 
there is no question in my mind that 
It has sometimes been used heedlessly 
and unjustly, and that some of the in- 
junctions issued inflict grave and oc- 
casionally 
irreparable 
wrong upon 
those enjoined." 
That the Santa Fe railroad president 
had gruilty knowledge of rebating is an 
assertion which the executive made 
with effect. 
In 
his 
message 
he 
in- 
closed letters of correspondence, which 
he declared point to the truth of his 
statements. 
His words in this con- 


nection are: 
"In enclose herewith a statement is- 
sued by the chief of the bureau of cor- 
porations in answer to certain state- 
ments (which I also enclose), made by 
and on behalf of the agents of the 
Standard Oil Corporation and a letter 
of the attorney-general containing an 
answer to certain statements, also in- 
closed, made by th.e president of the 
Santa 
Fe 
Railway 
Company. 
The 
Standard Oil Corporation and the rail- 
way company have both been 
found 
gruilty by the courts of criminal mis- 
conduct: both have been sentenced to 
pay heavy fines; and each has issued 
and published broadcast these state- 
ments, asserting their innocence an<~ 
denouncing as improper the action o 
the courts and juries in convicting them 
of guilt. 
These statements are very 
elaborate, are very ingenious, and are 
untruthful 
in 
important particulars. 
The letter and inclosure 
from Mr. 
Heney sufficiently illustrate the meth- 
ods of the high officials of the Santa 
Fe and show the utter falsity of their 
plea of ignorance, the similar plea of 
the Standard Oil being equally with- 
out foundation." 


Would See Traffic Associations. 
Uniformity of railroad rates was an- 
other one of 
the 
executive's themes 
which is of interest to the general pub- 
lic and President Roosevelt advised a 
pool of traffic associations for the pur- 
pose of conferring on rates 
In that 


connection he contiuned as follows: 
"I desire to repeat my recommenda- 
tion that railwavs b" permitted to form 
traffic associations for th^ purpo^v -~f 
conferring about and acTf-ins upon 
rates, regulations, and practices affect- 
ing interstate busir-ess in which the 
members of th« association are mu- 
tually interested. This do«-s not mean 
that they should *«* given th" ritrht 
to pool their tarnintrs or their traffic. 
The law require? that rat«>s shrill 
l>«

and vet those same critics of the«=e two 
udges exhaust themsehes in denovinc- 
ns the most respectful 
and cautious 


lisctission of the official action of a judse 
which results in immunity to waltnv 
and powerful xvrongdoers 
Most certam- 


y it behooves us all to treat \\ith the 
tltmost respect the high office of judse 
and our judges, as a whole, are brave 
and upright men. 
Respect foi the law 
must so hand in hand with respect for 
the judges, and, as a whole, it is true 
now as in the past that the judges stand 
in character and service above all other 
men amonf? their fellow-servants of the 
public. 
The judge who does his 
full 
duty well stands higher, and renders a 
better service to the people, than any 
other public servant: he is entitled to 
greater respect; and if he is a true ser- 
vant of the people, if he is upright, wise 
and fearless, he will unhesitatingly dis- 
regard even the wishes of the people 
if they conflict with the eternal prin- 
ciples of right as against wrong. 
He 
must serve the people, but he must 
serve his own conscience first. All honor 
to such a judge; anQ all honor can not 
be rendered him if it is rendered equally 
to his brethren who fall immeasurably 
below the 
high ideals for which 
he 
stands. Untruthful criticism is wicked at 
all times, and whoever may be the ob- 
ject. but it is a peculiarly flagrant m- 
iquitv when a judge Is the object. No 
man "should lightly criticise a judge; no 
man should, even in his own mind, con- 
demn a judge unless he is sure of the 
facts 
If a judge is assailed for stand- 
ing against popular folly, and above all 
for standing against mob violence, all 
honorable men should rally instantly to 
his support. 
Nevertheless if he clearly 


fails to do his duty by the public 
in 
dealing with lawbreaking corporations, 
lawbreaking men of wealth, he must ex- 
pect to feel the weight of public opin- 
ion- and this is but right, for except in 
extreme cases this is the only way m 
which he can be reached at all. No ser- 
vant of the people has a right to expect 
to be free from just and honest criticism. 


"An Ethical Movement." 


"The 
opponents of the measures we 


champion single out now one and now 
another measure for especial attack and 
speak, as if the movement in which, we 
are engaged was purely economic. It has 
a large economic side, but it is funda- 
mentally an ethical movement. It is not 
a movement to be completed in one year, 
or two vears or three years: it is 
a 
movement which must "e persevered in 
until the spirit which lies behind it sinks 
deep into the heart and the conscience 
of the whole people. 
It is always im- 
portant to choose the right means to 
achieve our purpose 
but it is even 
more important to keep this purpose 
clearly before us: and this. purpose is 
to secure national honesty in business 
and in politics. We do not subscribe to 
the cvnical belief that dishonesty and 
unfair dealing are essential to business 
success, and are to be condoned when tne 
success is moderate and applauded when 
the success is great. The methods by 
which the Standard Oil people and those 
engaged in the other combinations ot

ha^e 
achieved great fortunes can only be jus- 
tified bv the advocacy of a system of 
rnoralitv which would also justify every 
form o'f criminality on the part of a 
labor union, and every form of violence 
corruption, and fraud, from murder to 
briborv and ballot-box stuffing in poh- 
ti"S 
"WA are trying to secure equality 


of opportunity for all: and the struggle 
for honesty is the sam» whether it is 
made on behalf of one set of men or of 
another 
In the interest of th^ small 
*ettl"rs and landowners, and against the 
embittered opposition of *<**%? °™*% 
of huge wandering flocks of sheep, or oi 
corporations desiring to rob the people 
of coal and timber, we strive to put an 
end to tho theft of public land in the

large body of honest business men. of 
honest investors of hone«t wagework- 
ers. who suffer because involved in a 
crash for which the> 
arc- in no way 
responsible. 
At such a time there is 
a natural tendency on the part of many 
men to feel gloomy and frightened at 
the outlook; but there is no justifica- 
tion for this feeling. 
There is no na- 
tion so absolutely sure of ultimate suc- 
cess as ours. 
Of course we shall suc- 


ceed 
Ours is a nation of masterful 
energv with a continent for its domain, 
and it feels within its veins the thrill 
which comes to those who know that 
they possess the future. 
We are not 
cast down by the fear of failure. 
We 
are upheld by the confident hope of ul- 
timate triumph. 
The wrongs that ex- 
ist are to be corrected; but they in no 
way justify doubt as to the final out- 
come, "doubt as to the great material 
prosperity of the future, or of the lofty 
spiritual life which is to be built upon 
that prosperity as a foundation. 
No 
misdeeds done in the present must be 
permitted to shroud from our eyes the 
glorious future of the nation: but be- 
cause of this very fact it behooves us 
never to swerve from our resolute pur- 
pose to cut out wrongdoing and uphold 
what is right. I do not for a moment 
belie\c that the actions of this admin- 
istration have brought on business dis- 
tress: so far as this is due to local and 
not world-wide causes, and to the ac- 
tions of any particular individuals, it 
is due to the speculative folly and fla- 
grant dishonestv of a few men of great 
wealth, who seek to shield themselves 
from the effects of their own wrong- 
doing by ascribing its results to the 
actions of those who have sought to 
put a stop to the wrongdoing. 
But if 
it were true that to cut out rottenness 
from the body 
politic meant a mo- 
mentary 
check 
to 
an 
unhealthy 
seeming prosperity. I should not for 
one moment hesitate to put the knife 
to the corruption. 
On behalf of all 
our people, on behalf no less of the 
honest man of means than of the hon- 
est man who earns each day's liveli- 
hood by the day's sweat of his brow, it 
is necessary to insist upon honesty 
in 
business and in politics alike, in all 
walks of life, in big things and in little 
things; upon just and fair dealing as 
between man and man 
Those 
who 
demand this are striving for the right 
in the spirit of Abraham Lincoln." said 
the president in conclusion.

"Fighting Bob" Evans Among Those 


to Leave Uncle Sam's Service 


Before 1909—Twenty-Four 


in All to Go. 


Washington.—There will be a rec- 


ord-breaking number of retirements of 
well-known naval officers this year. 
"Fighting Bob" Evans, Commander- 
in-chief of the fleet now on the way 
to the Pacific, will be 62 years old on 
August 18 and will go on the retired 
list that day. In all 24 distinguished 
commissioned officers 
will 
be 
cut 


down by the official Father Time in 
1908, and their withdrawal from active 
service will promote many officers by 
•virtue of the seniority rule. 


Among those who are to be retired 


It Capt. John Elliott Pillsbury, who 
has just assumed charge of the bureau 
of navigation as a result of Rear Ad- 
miral Brownson resigning the billet 
because he refused 
to agree with 


President Roosevelt and Surgeon Gen- 
eral Rixey that a doctor is the proper 
person to command a hospital ship. | 
Capt. Pillsbury, who as chief of the 
bureau of navigation has the rank of 
rear admiral, is to leave the service 
December 15 under the 62-year limit 
regulation. 


Another officer who will suffer of- 


ficial decapitation because of the rule 
is William Sheffield Cowes, brother- 
in-law of President Roosevelt. Capt/ 
Cowes is to go out August 1. Henry 
Buckingham Mansfield, who made the 
famous trip in the schooner yacht 
America in search 
of 
confederate 


pirates in 1863 and who commanded a 
launch from the frigate Mohican in 
the expedition which "cut out" and 
turned the piratical steamer Forward 
in Tecupan river, Mexico, will be re- 
tired March 5. 


William Hemsley Emory, who is to 


retire two days after Capt. Pillsbury. 
was commander of the Bear in the 
Greely relief expedition in 1884. 


Samuel Williams Very, whose time 


will be up April 23. is the only one of 
those slated for retirement this year 


who was born in a foreign country. 
He was born in England April 23, 
1846. 


Capt. George Augustus Bicknell, who 


is to retire May 15, has seen more 
service off the firing line than 
the 


majority of the others who are to re- 
tire with him. 


John Mitchell Hawley, who is to re- 


tire July 28, received a vote of thanks 
from the Massachusetts legislature for 
"rare courage and ability" displayed 
during 
the 
Samoan hurricane 
in 


March, 1899. He also was commended 
to the navy department by Rear Ad- 
miral Kimberly for zeal and energy 
in getting the warship Nipsic afloat 
after that vessel was beached in the 
hurricane.
